CREW HELPLESS 


The Hsin Wah, u steamer of 
about 2,000. tons, left Swatow for 
Hongkong shortly before noon yes- 
terday, Throughout the trip 
down t@ Hongkong, it is learned, 
the vessel encountered rough seas, 
and a gale'‘was blawing at three 
o'clock this morning a8 she ap- 
proached Hongkong Harbour. 

The Second Officer, a Chinese, 
was on watch. with the master, 
Capt. M. P. Jensen, below, taking 
a well-earned rest. 


As the steamor, then unidenti- 
fied, was approaching Waglan 
Lighthouse from the eastward, the 
lighthouse-keeper noticed that her 
course wus -taking her too close 


‘to the northern end of Waglun, 


where It is exceedingly rocky. 


At 3.40’ fim., according to an 
oficial message from Waglan, the 
Hain Wah grounded, 

Distress signals were sent up 
and continued for the next half an 
hour, though. the vessel went 13- 
tern and got off the rocks soon 
after striking.
